MURTAUGfi - With television cameras 
rolling, a Boise man died Thursday after 
. perilous rapids swept him off his raft less 
than a mile downstream of Milner Dam. 

' Bob Clayton, owner of Gem State Pag- 
ing in Boise, died after his double.pontopn 
raft capsized on a nearly impassable sec-~ 
tion of the Snake River northeast of-Mur- 
t&ugh. 

Kayakers have paddled the Class V run 
from the dam to the Milner powerplant, 
but Clayton and another Boise man, Don 
Wilcoxrwanted to be the first rafters to 
make the descent. 

Wilcox - going first - made it through 
. on his -“cataraft,”'but'the rapids ovetpow-' 
ered Clayton's craft. 

. With friends, search-and-reseue offi- 
cials, tmd a KMVT television camera crew 
looking on, Clayton was tossed from his 
. raft into the rhging waters of the Snake. . . 
Someone threw Clayton a lifeline from 
shore, but he couldn't hold. on. Swept 
along ^by the river, he disappeared in a 
rapid called ’’Just Say No" - where a river- 
wide ledge creates a deadly re-circulating 
“hole" that can violently tumble objects for 

minutes .on end. * 

Clayton’s limp body resurfaced, kept 
^ afloat by a life vest. But steep canyon 
walls and the swift water made rescue im- 
possible. Miles downstream, friends ilnally 
pulled Clayton, unconscious, from the riv- 
er. Would-be rescuers administered CPR 
for over an hour, but ho could not be re- 
vived.. 

A dozen men with a rope lifted Clay- 
ton's body from the bonks of the river to 
on ambulance oi the canyon rim; Clayton’s 
friends, weeping, videotaped his final jour- 
ney up the canyon vvalL

SALT LAKE CITY (AP) — The 
Mormon Church has quietly estab- 
lished a telephone help line for lay 
leaders attempting to deal with coses 
of abuse, especially child abuse.. 

Child advocates and counselors 
praise the concept, but several ques- 
tion the church's motives. 

A May 10 internal memorandum 
from the church’s Presiding 
Bishopric mandates that local eccle- 
siastical leaders in the U.S. and 
Canada who become aware of abuse 
involving church members ore to 
. call the toll-free help line. 

.“This will enable the caller to con- 
sult with social services, legal and 
ocher specialists who can assist in 
answering questions and in formu- 
lating steps mat should.be taken. 

‘Tnfomttttion about local reporting 
requirements will also be provided;’’ 
and the calls will be confidential, the 
'memo concludes. 

The Church of Jesus Christ of 
Latter-day Saints declined through 
spojeesman Don LeFevre'to com- 
ment on the copy of the memo 
obtained by The Associated Press, 
saying it was meant to be “private, 
internal correspondence.’’ 

Counselors and attorneys who 
deal with child sexual abuse cases 
unanimously praised the idea of a 
hotline, although some characterize 
. it as belated and merely on attempt 
to word off legal liability. 

Others believe the church should 
insist its leaders immediately call the 
proper police or social agency as 
required in the child abuse laws of 
most states. 

“Far be it from me to question < 
their motives,’’ said Marion Smith, a 
retired sex abuse counselor and 
founder of the Intermountain Sexual 
Abuse Treatment Center. “But it 
concerns me that they feel it neces- 
sary to run it thro'ifgh their team 
instead of saying that any abuse has 
to be reported to police, which is the 
protocol anyway.

Texas, court records show the 
church in January settled for an 
undisclosed amount a lawsuit filed 
by the parents of an 8-yeor-oId girl 
who was repeatedly molested at a 
Monnon chape! by a member of the

donts the church and Neeley’s bish- 
op, who apparently knew about the 
allegation but failed to report it. 
Church leaders said they encouraged . 
Neeley to turn himself in. 

The church has long struggled 
with the topic of abuse. The conflict 
is often magnified because those 
church' leaders who most often deal 
with it firsthand ore those least pre- 
pared to do so. The church’s bishops 
and.stake presidents are laymen 
appointed to their positions. 

“This is a challenge of lay leader- 
ship with no training in pastoral 
care," said Brigham Young 
Univeihi^ sociology professor Lony 
Young. “Clearly this would.be 


sbmething you would expect to see.” 
One problem for the lay leaders is 
that church doctrine, with its strong 
emphasis on forgiveness, often runs 
headlong into the complexities of 
sexual abuse pathology. 

“Time and time again, you’ll 
come across a well-meoning but 
misguided bishop who will to* to ' 
help these people by sending iheip 
"on a mission. or helping them k«ep.- 
their job/’ said- Martha Pierce, who 
heads the Utah State Bor’s Needs gf 
Children Qommittee. “You con’t 
fault them, but it is a terribly difil- 
cult area. 


'The legal, social ai(d psyeliqlogi- 
cal complexities of, say, dealing 
with pedophilia, a lay person*can’t • 


even begin to comprehend.” 

. Utah law mandates that anyone 
who looms of child abuse ihelud- 
ing' doctors, social workers and 
teachers — must immediately report 
it to the Division of I;omily Services 
or police. 

There' is one exception: 
Confessions given by a peipetrator 
to a priest. The Utah Supreme Court 
ruled in 1994 that the priest-penitent 
exception e'xtends’to Mormon lay 
leaders. . 

Even so, LDS bishops and stake 
presidents needs to act responsibly 
with that confidential information, 
said Kristen Brewer, who directs' the 
Utah Office of Guoiriion Ad Litem, 
tr group of attorneys appointed to 
represen^ja child’s best interests' in 
court 

“If the perpetrator is seeking for- 
giveness, then theiminister ne^ to. 
-tell them that the only way. to be for- 
given is to go to the authorities, and 
instruct them to do that/' Brewer 
said. “I’ve known bishops who have 
done thdt”

dent learns about the abuse from 
another source — say, the victim — 
then they are obligated to report, she 
said.

Lavonakers debate worth of saving salmon 



WASHINGTON (AP) — The fed- 
eral government is spending billions 
of dollars to save Northwest salmon 
fhsm extinction but has little to. show 
..for the money, several Republican 
lawmakers said Thursday. 

Reps. John Doolittle, R-Calif., 
.chaihnan of the House Resources 
subcommittee on water and power, 
and Wes Cooley, R-Ore., a panel 
memb er, s aid the failure of past 
stnitc^es to help the' fisK'niise ques- 
tions about the wisdom of spending 
more money. 

“We have spent $2 billion and 
• receiving nothing,” Cooley soid. “We 
don’t want to just keep throwing 
money at feel-good things.” - 

But river conservationists said the 
continued decline of salmon can bc 
blamed on faulty barging operations 
intended to get the fish around 
hydropower druns-tTh^ said the only 
way to save the fish is to alter dam 
operations to speed water flows.

Pink Floyd’s latest 
thrives with a pulse

When they set out to tour the world 
in 1994, the members of Pink Floyd 
' didn't expKt to record onothn live 
^ album. 

'They had documented their 1987- 
- *88 tour'With-‘’The Delicate Sound of- 
Thunder." Now they've released 
"Pulse," a souvenir of last year's 
record-setting tour. “We never 
thought we'd do one again this soon," 
says singer-guitarist David Oilmour. 

"Pulse" was sparked by the 
group's decision to begin performiag 
its landmark album, "The Dark Side 
of The Moon.'Uin its entirety for the 
first tjme since 1975. It stdited with 
Pink Floyd's second of two shows 
last August at Detroit's Pontiac Sij- 
vetdome, and continued for the rest 
of the tour. 

"That Detroit show was a real 
high, emotional moment,” Gilmour 
rememb er s. “It was such a good feel- 


ing that we thou^t we'd like to have 
a copy of it, and other pet^le would 
wont to have a copy of it, too.”

“In 
a sense, that’s what’s got women in- 
volved in politics in the first place 
— a feeling that somebody needed 
to protect hearth and home.” 

That movement, as embodied by 
the pre-suffrage women’s clubs of 
the Northwest, is the subject of 
Haarsager’s next book. 

"I'm in the middle of it right 
now," she said. “It's interesting how 
important women's clubs were to 
the political development of the 
Northwest and on kw issues like 
Prohibition. They were influential in 
Idaho, especially In Boise." 

Haarsager’s books grew out of ar- 


ticles that were, in turn an outgrowth . 
of more than 20 years in the newspa- 
per business. A reporter for The 
TimeS’News and later the Idaho 
Statesman in Boise, she went on to 
write a column for the Moscow dai- 
ly, The Idaboian, for almost a 
decade; 

"1 miss reporting, but I still teach 
reporting classes, so 1 stay in touch 
with it,” she said.

Michael Crichton’s page-turners 
•^■ftcn'pose problems for filmmakers^ 
"who attempt to turn his bcst-scllcrs- 
into blockbusters — problems such 
as hundreds of life-size dinosaurs.

Movie review ' 


Some ofHhc 1980 book.’s chal- 
lenges arc technical: The leading 
character in "Congo" is Amy, an 
inlclligcnt, communicative anil 
gentle gorilla. 


Other problems .arc stylistic: The 
plot is a wildly imagined mixture of 
techno-thriller and jungle aeiion 
' that requires absolute assurance and 
audbcity. One..misscep and (he 
improbable potboiler becomes 
laughable. 

"Congo" makes several wrong 
turns and ends up lo.st deep in the 
Hollywood jungle overgrown with 
cliches, corny conventions and 
cheesy elTects, 

Amy is quite lifelike — com- 
pared to King Kong. But no one 
will be fooled for a second by the 
•person in the monkey suit. The 
dead eyes are a dead giveaway. 

Amy is hardly the biggest prob- 
lem in "Congo," which emerges as 
an “Indiana Jones" for adults gone 
amok. Marshall produced all three 
Jones outings, and he aims for the 
same kind of serial-adventure. But 
'iKiTmovie-docsn'rstrikc-the-right- 
jonc of bravado and.ljumor', and 
ends up just looking silly. ~ / - . 

Nor is Amy, who talks with thc- 
aid of a data glove that vocalizes 
her sign language, (he most prob- 
lematic character in the movie, 
which is filled with unconvincing 
performances. 

Karcii Ross (played by relative 
newcomer Laura Linney) is a hot- 
shot communications technology 
scientist, and, for good measure, a.

True, Soul 
Asylum made aJot.oLooisc during 
that time, but the group was clearly 
headed in the more melodic direction 
that brought about “Grave Dancers’ ’’ 
success.

“Delicious” and Sam Cook's “Soothe 
Me” 1 — and concludes with an 
anthemic delivery of the traditional 
Scottish ballod “Purple Heather.” - 
Elvis Costello, “Kojak Voricty” 
(Warner Bros.) — The cver-prolilic 
Elvis Costello is back with a new 
album, this-one with a twist: a cover 
album of tracks -culled in -his many 
visits to the cutout bins of obscure 
record stores. 

But as any record-hunter can tell 
you, the results of such searches are 
often hit or niiss. So is “Kojak' 
Variety,” on obvious labor of love for 
Costello (who even wrote the liner 
holes on Valentine's Day).- 
Thc songs that work really work 
quite well: Screamin' Jay Hawkins’ 
“Strange,” Jesse" Winchester’s 
.“Payday,” the agrarian and aquarian 
talcs of long gone wrong, “Must You 
Throw Dirt in My Face” (the Louvin 
Brothers) and “Pouring Wnter-on a 
Drowning Man” (James Cair).

Roses had inadvertently spawned In 
Manchester, England — a launching 
pad for groups such as Happy 
Mondays and'the Charlatans UK — 
quickly faded from memory.

“We 'were having children, trying to 
take it easy," says bassist Mani (real 
— namet-Gary-Mounfieldj-fromshis-hotcI— 
Yroom in New York. "When you’re 
forced oway'from it and you have noth- 
ing else to you’ve got to keep busy.”

Unanimous decision expected to speed up games

MINNEAPOLIS,(AP) - In a move designed to 
help fans, baseball owners unanimously approved 
six measures *rbursday 'to speed up gomes. 

The proposals, presented by former major 
league umpire Steve Palermo, include raising the 
mound, calling strikes high in the ^ke zone and 
forcing hitters to stay in the batters box. 

“We’re looking at what made this gome popular, 
and return it to that," Palermo said. 

But the owners refused action on Palermo's rec- 
ommendation to eliminate the designated hitter, 
which was introduced in 1973 and is used only in 
the aL 

“Obviously .this is going to be something we’ll 


alftalk about," AL president Gene Budig said. 

Palermo’s recommendations, compiled over the 
post two years, ore aimed at chopping 30 minutes 
or rnore from fhe average game titpe of three 
hours. Tiie average game took less than 2^ hours 
in 1978.'‘It’s got to be a conceded effort by all on- 
field personnel,” Palermo said. “This is going to 
be orehestroted, to a great degree, by the umpires." 

Budig and NL president Len Coleman planned 
to meet with union officials Friday to discuss the 
changes. Support from the union is expected, and 
three of the proposals arc to be implemented the 
day after the July 1 1 All-Smr game. 

Beginning after the All-Star break, umpires will 


prevent Hitters from routinely stepping out of thd 
batter’s box between pitches, enforcing a long- 
ignored rule. 

According to Rule 6.02b, "if umpires arc not 
lenient, batters will understand that th^ are in the 
batter’s box and they must remain there until the 
ball is pitched.” 

Palermo estimated that measure alone could cut 
23 minutes. 

Also this summer, the break between half- 
innings will be shortened from two minutes, 25 
seconds to 1:45, and public-address announcers 
will be directed to introduce the first batter of each 
half inni n g 1:15 a ft er the previo us out.

No one was injured in the rescue

The shooting down of O'Grady's 
plane worsened tensions in Bosnia 
—following the abduclions.of hundreds 
of U.N. peacekeepers by Bosnian. 
Serbs in retaliation for NATO air 
raids last month. 

But the, inddent also fed fears in 
the United States that American 
forces arc being drawn into Bosnia’s 
war to protect the Muslim-led gov- 
ernment against separatist Serbs. The 
U.S. House passed an amendment 
Thursday to lift the arms embargo 
against ihe Bosnion government so it 
could dcfeiid itself The Clinton ad- 
ministration has ignored similar non- 
binding resolutions in the past. 

While O’Grady slept IkIow deck 
on this amphibious assault sliip in the. 
Adriatic Sea, other officers gave 
some details of the pilot’s ordeal af- 
ter a Serb missile blew his warplane 
in half while on a NATO patrol over 
Bosnia. ^ ' 

O’Grady’s fate had been uncertain 
because the pilot of an accompany- 
ing jet did not see him parachute 
from the wrecked aircraft. While 
civilian Bosnian Serb leaders said 
they had no information. Serb mili- 
tary officials claimed to have cap- 
tured him. perhaps to discourage 
• NATO scorch efforts. 

The pilot had moved several miles 
from the crash site to find a location 
-_suitabl6_for-0 landing by rescue heli- 
copters, said a NATO officer, who 
spoke on condition of anonymity. 

■ O’Grady contacted a NATO patrol 
plane with his survival -radio just af- 
ter 2 a.m. Thursday, and two CH-53 
helicopters carrying Marine infantry- 
men, their faces blackened in camou-' 
flage, flew in after dawn to pluck 
him from the Scrb-confrolled area 
about 20 miles southeast of Bibac. 

American fighter-bombers, elec- 
tronic warfare planes and attack heli- 
copters also were in Ihc'air to pro- 
vide cover if needed. 

As the helicopters touched down,' 
O’Grady emerged from the pine 
trees about 50 yzuds away. 

”110 was covered with sweat and 
water. With his pistol in his t^d, he 
was making his way to th«f airdirnft,” . . 
said Marine Col. Martin Bemdt, who 
helped coordinate the rescue opera-

“looked terrible and seemed tired. He 
was hypothermic and shivering.” 

' He said O’Grady had a. few sec- 
ond-degree bums on his cheek and 
back of the neck and some bruises 
from when be ejected from his F-16. 

O’Grady, who is assigned to the 
5SSth Fighter Squadron at Ajriano 
Air Bose in Italy, was given a p^l- 
cal *exnmination, took a shower and 
shaved, and then called bis family, 
the doctor said. 

“He finally conked out” about sev- 
en-hours aftn reaching the ship, Ro- 
ccreto said. 

“"TlScting quTckly'fo'thc rescue, the" 
Bosnian Serb leadership sought to 
put themselves in a good light. 

“We understood it was a humani- 
tarian mission and orders went out 
not to interfere with the mission," Jo- 
van Zametica, adviser to Bosnian 
Serb leader RadovoiT’Karadzic, told 
The Associated Press.

“We ore delisted that 
the pilot is alive,”. Zametica added.

“1 never believed he was dead. I 
feared he might be but 1 never be- 
lieved ii,“ sold 0’(jrady’s mother, 
Mary Lou Scardapane. 

“This is a tragedy that got turned 
around," said his stepfoihor,. Dr. 
Joseph Scardapane. “It turned out 
like It was supposed to.”- 

“Go celebrate!” Mrs. Scardapane 
said. 

The couple held an impromptu 
riews conference Thursdoy in their 
front yard before heading to church 
to give-thanks for Scott’s survival 
and'rcscueQftcrsix"days'in’hostlIc“ 
territory. 

From June 2, when his plone was 
shot down, until Wednesday night, 
when military officials and President 
Clinton called with-lhc good news, 
the family has been on an emotional 
roller coaster, Scardapane said. 
O’Grady’s brother and sister kept 
vigil at theif father’s home in 
Alexondria, Vo., siqaying in touch 
with their mother here. 

“Not knowing was the hardest 
thing,” Mrs. Srardapanc said.

“He’s mentally strong, very pro- 
fessional.

We did not consider the alternative," 
he said, adding that Scott is “proba- 
bly the lost person who would want 
to be a hero." 

Scott's first words when he called 
early Thursday from the hospital 
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ship USS Kcarsarge were, “How arc 
you doing?" Mrs. Scardapane said, 
shaking her head. 

“How om 1 doingV'how are VOU 
I doing?" she ^id she exclaimed. 

Scott did not pass on many details 
of his ejection from the. plane, his' 
survival on a diet of bugs and grass 
or the hair-raisingfeset», she said. 

“As a.mother, I was jus^t so glad to.

I think one of our fears is when 
our kids are out at night and they're
